We now Sad them among the Pro- 
testant clergy in great numbers; the col- 
umns. of the Protestant religious press aro 
often occupied with able articles in their 
favor. Even the secular daily press showa 
plaiu:signs .of shaving adinitted the griev; 
ance to the list of public bbntroveraies. 

Here the public school aystem haa been 
proved wrong by argument. The same, 
if needed, can be shown by the test of ex- 
peflmeut.. - .

In re- 
turning tho Dolphin met the U. S. rev- 
enue cutter Oliver Wolcott at Works 
harbor, when the Bishop went on board 
and returned to Metlakahtla. ■ Although 
tho gales were very boisterous on the 
upward trip, and ofton almost beyond the 
powers of a steam schooner to cope with, 
yet tho Dolphin got through without any 
mishap and on her return was favored 
witli milder weathor. At 10 o'clock yes- 
terday murning tho Dolphin went to Es- 
quimau to discharge some coal and re- 
turned yesterday afternoon about 4 p, m.

Tho 7at03' 2uildlnff Matter. 

Mr. Justice Crease yesterday rendered 
jndgment ia the mutter of A. Bi Qray,\ 
appellant, vs. The Corporatioii of Victo- 
ria, respondent. The appeal was taken 
from a conviction of the pulica magistrate- 
for an alleged infraction of a by-law, the 
mngistrate inflicting a fine of $10 to be 
levied by distress, and in default, one 
month's imprisonment, upon appellant for 
keeping luid not removing nn old building 
at the bottom of Yates street which had 
been declared, under tho by-law, to bo a 
dangerous nuisance _aud its removal ct- 
dored. Tha judgment goes very fully 
into the. mutter and , on -all grounds, 
" whether of law or oxpedioncy," his 
lordship is of opinion that the appeal 
should bo dismissed and the conviction 
be sustained. As the case was one of. 
much importance and being, in contro- 
vontioK of a common law right, a very 
proper one to bring forward for judicial 
deciaion, the decision will not carry costs. 

S&Bt 'WolUsTtbn Ooal ZXino. 

The first .-ieam of co.-.l struck in East 
Wellington mine was less than throe feet 
in thickness and partially of soft coal. 
After going throiijgh that thoy struck two 
other seams of coal six and twelve inches 
respectively in thickness. It is thought 
that the shaft has struck on n broken part 
of tho aeam, and a drift will be run to 
tost the seam. ^ On Saturday night the 
drying house at;theiEaat Wellington shaft 
took tiro and wtw-Jbuhicd to the ground. 
At tho time thore was a quantity of watur- 
proof clothing hanging around tho room 
and all was destroyed. There wore a fow 
sticks of giant powder in tho house at the 
time, hut it only fizzed.

Piano Taniufi;. 

Tha tone, action and musical quality of 

a piano can only bo preserved by eraploy- 
.ing one who iiindorstands tho mochaniam 
ot tha instruMient and can lay the bear- 
inga of an equal temperament. Every 
instrument should bo kept at concert pitch 
and tuned every three or four months.

lic school; ahdali this acoomplishod within 
,t|^e lost ten, years. Tho toinperance so- 
ciety numbers over seventy raorabars. Its 
turn out in legalia on tho firat day of the 
year y/as a pleasing sight. Besides ab- 
staining from the use of intoxicating 
drink, tho members ondoaror to provide 
for the sick and tho destitute. 

Tho fire brigade numbers sixty. Their 
full dress is navy-blue pants with scarlet 
coats. Fortunately they have little in 
their line to flo as the watchful care of 
tho people rafckea "firea" r?.ro occurrences. 
Tho firemen have in courao of completion 
a fiue'^ hall. 45x26 feet. It fronts the west 
and in sui<mounted by a rectangular spire 
capped with a pretty dome, at whosa base 
is a large projecting look-out on the sea, 
protected, by balusters.

Ovei*' the" Bridge connecting the island 
with the mainland the ride corps has 
erected a tower with a parapet which com- 
mands. tho Jiarbor on either aide.
